So many a man doesn’t 
realize that a landscape gardener’s advice 
would be worth while until he has made his 
mistakes and gotten his place to look as he 
wishes it didn’t. It’s rarely that a landscape 
gardener has a free band in a small place— 
usually the position of the house on the site, 
the placing of the garage and other im- 
portant matters have been decided before 
he has a chance at it; still less often is it 
that the landscape gardener may be a factor 
in the planning of a subdivision. 

How very lovely a development can be 
when an able landscape ener has a 
fairly free hand is shown in many sections 
of Southern California. One of many is 
found at Palos Verdes where, under skilful 
direction so delightful a community planting 
is being accomplished that the Italian Riviera 
may look to its laurels. One has an impres- 
sion of tiled roofs, lovely in line, against a 
background of hill and mountain, of charm- 
ing little dwellings, half-hidden in eucalyptus 
trees, of bright gardens overlooking the in- 
tense blue of the Pacific-—as blue as ever 
the Aegean was-—-of splendid roads winding 
leisurely and cleverly among the hills, fol- 
lowing the contours in a most sympathetic 
adaptation to Madame Nature's mood.

There 
were also Transvaal daisies, roses, and many 
displays of garden flowers. in fact, many 
folk had no idea, until they saw the show, 
how large Bellflower loomed horticulturally. 


One pleasant aspect of this show was that 
the whole town gave such cordial coopera- 
tion. Besides the ribbons, which are, in a 
way, empty glory, the various merchants of 
the town contributed. No less than thirteen 
cups were awarded and the prizes ran from 
gallons of gasoline, and orders on hardware 
and stores, to “hen and rooster,” 
which were the prize for one item. Two 
ducks were another award, there were bowls 
of goldfish, orders for dahlia tubers; the two 
banks contributed cups. Sometimes a bank 
will fall into the line so pleasantly indi- 
cated, and offer a savings bank deposit as 
an award.

Under this stress the Commune in 
Paris begins to think in socialistic terms. 
Chaumette suggests that the government 
operate all factories and farms that have 
suspended under the Maximum; some 
sections propose to take over the fac- 
tories themselves. The Convention, re- 
ceding from proletarian views, de- 
nounces these proposals, and establishes 
the death penalty for any violation of 
the rights of private property; war be- 
gins between the Convention and the 
Commune. Jacques Roux, ex-priest, at- 
tacks the resurrected dictatorship of the 
bourgeoisie, calls for the prohibition of 
unequal wealth, and the confiscation of 
all surplus goods for the people. The 
Convention orders his arrest and he kills 
himself by repeated stabbing. 

The Convention refusing to abrogate 
the salaries of clergymen, the Commune 
takes the matter into its own hands; in 
every section it dedicates one church to 
reason, and issues orders that all other 
churches be closed. The Convention, im- 
pressed with the vigor of the movement, 
abolishes the Christian calendar, and 
substitutes for it a calendar planned to 
disrupt the sabbath-religious habits of 


the past. The new week is to consist of ten : 


days, the new month of three weeks, the 
new year of twelve such months, named 
not after old gods, but after moods of 
Mother Nature. At the end of the year 
are added five or six Sansculottides as 
Revolutionary feast days in place of 
Christmas Week. The new calendar is 
adopted October 5, 1793, and lasts four- 
teen years. 

Robespierre does not like it; once in 
early youth he talked with Rousseau at 
Ermonville and imbibed the religion of 
the Savoyard Vicar; in" 1792 he proposed 
a la Contrat Social, that the Convention 


should make a belief In God and immor- é 


tality prerequisites to the Jacobin Club. 
On November 21, 1793, he makes a 
mighty speech against the worship of 
reason; on December 6, he secures a de- 
cree forbidding all measures against the 
liberty of religions; at last, in the spring 
of "94, he persuades the Convention to 
announce that “The French people recog- 
nize the Supreme Being and the immor- 
tality of the soul.” On June 8 he holds
